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MARC Holds Another Successful later found out that the rotator didn’t work. Of course we

Field Day Operating W3NWA antenna rotation. 
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The annual ARRL Field Day was held this year on June 22- 
23, 2013. Once again MARC participated at the usual site at 
the Lower Providence Fire Company pavilion at Ridge Pike 
and Mount Kirk Avenue, Eagleville, PA.
